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Sister-in-law gives 

precious donation

A MOTHER who “got used to 
feeling ill” after suffering from a 
serious kidney disease has 
praised the modesty of her 
sister-in-law after a transplant 
saved her life. 

Having gone through three op¬ 
erations in three months, all 43- 
year-old Michelle Nobbs wants to 
do now is to recover enough ener¬ 
gy to be a normal wife and mother. 

But if it wasn’t for the generosity of her 
husband’s younger sister, Lesley Albon, she 
would be living a life of near constant 
dialysis.

A HAVERHILL museum 
dedicated to the history 
of computing has rec¬ 
eived backing from soft¬ 
ware giant Microsoft in its 
bid to move to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

The Centre of Comp¬ 
uting History, based in 
the town’s High Street, 
wants to find bigger 
premises in Cambridge 
and already has the sup¬ 
port of Red Gate Software 
and computer chip firm 
ARM to spearhead a new 
world-class Cambridge 
Computing History Mus¬ 
eum. 

It will house 12,000 
items, including historic 
machines like the Altair 
8800 - the first home 
computer - the Sinclair 
Spectrum, Commodore 
64 and the Acorn Atom 
currently on display in 
the Counting House 
museum. 

Ken Wood, deputy 
managing director of 
Microsoft Research, said: 
“Many of the instru¬ 
mental developments in 
computing technology 
have their roots in 
Cambridge, and we are 
proud to contribute to 
the wider appreciation of 
the history of what is now 
an important aspect of 
everyone’s daily life.” 

The Centre for Comp¬ 
uting History was started 
in Haverhill in 2006 to tell 
the story and explore the 
impact of the Inform¬ 
ation Age.

W alking into 

Michelle’s home 
in Jay Close, 
Haverhill, the 
atmosphere is happy and 
jokey - perhaps not what 
you would expect from 
two ladies released from 
Addenbrooke’s just days 
ago. 

But Jim O’Sullivan, living 
donor co-ordinator at the 
Cambridge hospital, warned 
me beforehand that the duo 
were great characters in the G5 
transplant ward. 

Lesley is two years younger 
than Michelle and lives in 
nearby Kirtling Place, Haverhill. 
Both women have lived in 
Haverhill all their lives and 
have known each other for 22 
years, after meeting in the run 
up to Michelle and Michael’s 
wedding in 1991. 

They worked together for 16 
years on the production line at 
what used to be Haverhill Meat 
Products in Little Wratting, and 
when Michelle moved to 
Stansted Airport as a security 
officer in 2007, Lesley following 
soon after, with the two driving 
down together for shifts. They 
even have the same dog - a pair 
of miniature schnauzers called

Tinks and Daisy. 

Michelle, mother to 19-year- 
old Whitney and twin 16-year- 
olds Brandan and Kurds, 
needed the operation after 
polycystic kidneys - a condition 
in which cysts develop in the 
organs - caused her organs to 
gradually deteriorate over a 
number of years. 

She said: “I was ill for years. I 
couldn’t eat properly because 
the cysts were causing my 
kidney to expand which 
pushed all my organs together. 

“I had trouble walking and 
eating and was really in agony 
by last year. I did not realise 
how bad it had got because I 
got used to feeling ill.” 

Michael, 43, had promised to 
give one of his kidneys to his 
partner as soon as the often 
hereditary condition - three 
years ago Michelle’s father 
Keith Goswell gave a kidney to 
his wife Jennifer - appeared but 
medication for another illness 
prevented him from doing so. 

Instead, Lesley, who lives 
with husband Doug, 46, and 
children Jazmin, 17, and Casey, 
13, volunteered. 

She said: “It was an easy 


decision really. I did do a bit of 
research but I knew I could live 
on one kidney. 

“I wanted to help Michelle 
but it was also for my brother, 
my niece and my nephews. 
There is always a big picture 
and Michelle’s condition was 
affecting a lot of people.” 

The sisters-in-law gave up 
smoking together in August 
before their first meeting with 
Mr O’Sullivan in September, in 
which tests revealed that the 
ladies were a surprisingly close 
match for people who weren’t 
related. 

From November, due to the 
decreasing functionality of her 
kidneys, Michelle faced dialysis 
three days a week and in 
January had her first operation 
to remove one of the organs 
which had become 
dangerously swollen - 
surgeons found it to weigh an 
enormous 11 pounds. 

Three months later, Michelle 
was well enough to return to 
hospital so Lesley could give 
her a healthy kidney. 

While the recipient had 
become hardened to the 
hospital experience after 
making friends during her last 
stay, her donor was more 
nervous. 

Lesley said: “I was frightened 
because I don’t really like 
hospitals and you hear these 
horror stories. But it was a 
piece of cake - there was no 
pain. 

“I was a little uncomfortable 
with the swelling but it was 
nothing to complain about.” 

But Michelle, interrupting, 
said: “You see how she plays it 
down? It is unbelievable. She is 
so modest about what she has 
done. 

“In the lead up to the 
operation I kept thinking, can I 
let her do this for me? And 
watching her go down to 
surgery before me was the 
hardest thing. 

“But I don’t think I could 
have gone through this all with 
anyone other than Lesley - we 
even managed to have a laugh 
along the way.” 

The operation went to plan 
and Michelle was sent home 
two days later while Michelle 
remained for observation. 
Unfortunately there was a set 
back when a blood clot was 
discovered under Michelle’s 
scar and she had a further two 
hours of surgery. 

Michelle, who hopes to 
return to work by the end of 


the year, said: “It was a slight 
hiccup but I was just glad it was 
me rather than Lesley. 

“I feel a lot better already in 
the short time since the 
operation but I can’t wait for 
my energy to come back. 

“What the hospital did for us 
was fantastic and I would like 
to thank them all, as well as my 
family and friends for the 
support they have given.” 

Lesley, who has signed up to 
help with research on 
transplant patients’ blood 
pressure, added her 
appreciation for Stansted 
Airport, who allowed her time 
off with full pay. 

She said: “They have been so 
good with us. If it wasn’t for 
them I couldn’t afford to give a 
kidney. I just hope all 
employers take the same 


approach.” 

Michelle is continues to visit 
Addenbrooke’s every few days 
for check-ups, and while she 
knows that the donated kidney 
will not last forever, the actions 
of Lesley have given her the 
chance of a normal life again. 

Mr O’Sullivan added: 
“Michelle had a tough time 
and did very well in coping 
before when she was very ill. 

“The disease should not 
recur now and we have been 
delighted to see how well they 
have done and how quickly 
Michelle’s condition has 
improved. The benefits are 
clear within days, not just 
months. 

“We are seeing donor 
numbers increase and that is 
gratifying. Hopefully this trend 
will continue.”

■ Addenbrooke’s transplant unit 
expects to perform around 50 living 
donor transplants this year 

■ The hospital currently has 250 
people on its waiting list for an 
organ 

■ About a third of all kidney 
transplants in the UK are from living 
donors 


■ Donors do not have to be closely 
related - as well as family 
members, spouses, uncles, aunts, 
nephews and increasingly friends 
have come forward as donors. 
There only needs to be a personal 
connection. 

■ Keyhole surgery means three to 
four days in hospital for donors, 
followed by four to six weeks 
recovery at home 


■ A kidney from a living donar 
increases the recipient’s lifespan by 
an average of 15 years - but only

The Haverhill South councillor, 
who is also St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council’s only Labour 
representative, is currently in 
remission from breast cancer after 
finishing treatment 18 months 
ago. 

She said: “One in three women 
will experience breast cancer in 
their lifetime and I was one of 
them. The support I received from 
Macmillan was fantastic.

“There is also a major problem 
with a lack of education and 
knowledge regarding prostate 
cancer in men and that’s some¬ 
thing I’m keen to highlight too. 

“I’m very proud to become 
mayor and I want to pay tribute to 
my predecessor, Elaine McManus, 


who did a tremendous job. 

“It’s a big responsibility and I 
will be doing all I can to promote 
Haverhill. 

“We have to encourage busi¬ 
nesses to come here. Three or four 
shops have shut down in just the 
past few weeks and there is also a 
massive job to introduce pedes- 
rianisation in the town. 

“We are also facing major cut¬ 
backs and I hope to promote 
organisations that have lost out 
and find them new funding. For 
instance, the Women’s Wednesday 
club at the Leiston Community 
Centre has just lost £5,000 of 
funding from the borough council 
and I’d like the town council to 
help replace that.” 

Cllr Byrne moved to Haverhill in 
197 J and worked at Haverhill Meat 
Products, now Vion Food, where 
she became a trade union 
representative. She later became a 
full-time regional women’s 
equality officer and continues to 
sit on employment tribunals. 

The grandmother of 17, who has 
four children and four great¬ 
grandchildren, was also a founder 
member of Haverhill Town Coun¬ 
cil in the early 1990s.

Warning over 
garden thieves

Detective chief inspector Louisa 
Pepper said: “Such an amount in a 
fortnight is unusual and it is 
thought that some of these items 
have possibly been stolen to sell 
on.” 

She added: “Our advice is not to 
leave anything of value un¬ 
attended in your garden. Investing 
in lighting and CCTY locking gates 
and keeping your garden and 
boundaries tidy can discourage 
thieves. 

“Anchors can be bought for 
plant pots and ornaments to make 
them even heavier, or secure them 
to walls. Be vigilant, and report 
any suspicious persons or vehicles 
in your area to police.”

A third offence took place 
at around 3.30pm on Sunday 
at the recreation ground off 
Camps Road when a woman’s 
handbag was briefly left 
unattended on a bench, all¬ 


owing a thief to take her 
purse from inside. The purse 
was later discovered in a 
nearby bin without any cash 
inside. 

Suffolk police are not 
linking the crimes but have 
urged people to be aware of 
their surroundings and to 
keep bags securely fastened 
and with them at all times. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
police said: “Further advice 
would be not to write down 
your PIN for bank cards in 
your purse or wallet and do 
not carry large amounts of 
cash. Purse bells are available

■ THE original title for the U3A 
March talk by distinguished 
lecturer Roger Simpson, 

History of Victorian Art was 
subtitled Roots of Alice on the 
day and then concentrated 
further to the works of 
illustrators and the particular 
role of Sir John Tenniel, 
illustrator of Lewis Carroll’s 
Alice books. 

Dr Simpson had studied as 
art historian in Victoria and 
Calgary before taking his PhD 
at Essex University and began 
by setting the scene in the 
printing world in the mid 19th 
century. 

Text for books and 
magazines was then well 
established, but illustration was 
undergoing transition. 
Illustrators, using boxwood 
engraving to make fine copies 


were credited with creating the 
character ‘cartoons’ and plots 
for authors ‘writing up’ the 
detail. George Cruikshank, 
chosen by Charles Dickens to 
illustrate his work even wrote 
letters to the Times claiming 
origination of Oliver Twist and 
other characters. Robert 
Seymour’s humorous 
sketches were described as 
the greatest since Hogarth’s. 
Head and shoulders above his 
contemparies, however, was 
John Tenniel, a very private but 
highly talented political 
illustrator who was dubbed ‘the 
invisible man’, even though he 
contributed extensively to 
Punch magazine and was 
successfully pursued by the 
highly imaginative Lewis 
Carroll as the very best to 
illustrate his Alice books. 

Tenniel had a difficult personal 
relationship with Carroll, but 
the resulting professionally 
produced books had ‘perfect 
balance of text and illustration’. 


Tenniel was knighted by 
Conservative Prime Minister 
Salisbury, for his political 
support and biting satire, but 
still wanted to make his living 
in the realms of high art. He is, 
however, remembered best for 
his many Alice characters, 
which have the lasting qualities 
of the absurd. Carroll’s human 
and animal characters were 
based on his appreciation of 
how young children’s 
imaginations work, with an 
added cynical side-swipe at 
Victorian society and the 
politicians of the day. Roger 
Simpson successfully exposed 
the rivalries and co-operation 
between illustrators and writers 
in the changing technology of 
Victorian times in an 
informative and amusing 
manner appreciated by all. 

The meeting is on Tuesday, 
May 31, when Matthews 
Jackson’s lecture is entitled 
Korean Spirit and Culture 
Project.

HOUSING tenants are being 
urged to help come up with 
ideas on how to best spend 
£300,000 to improve the 
areas in which they live. 

A Neighbourhood Investment 
Panel has been set up by a resident 
living in a Havebury Housing 
Partnership property in Haverhill 
in order to allocate money where it 
is most needed. 

And now Sandra Norris, chair of 
Havebury’s tenants’ forum, is 
calling on fellow tenants in the area 
to join her in the initiative to 
improve their community.

which really goes out of its way for 
its tenants and the local com¬ 
munity. 

“Hopefully, lots of tenants will 
feel the same way and give their 
time to the Neighbourhood Invest¬ 
ment Panel.” 

The panel, supported by the 
Community Investment Fund and 
Havebury Improving Places Group, 
will be made up of six tenants and 
four independent representatives 
from partners such as the police 


and St Edmundsbury borough 
council. 

Havebury, which has an office in 
Manor Road, Haverhill, operates 
across West Suffolk and is a charity 
and non-profit association, 
currently managing 6,000 homes. 

Charlotte Carter, Havebury’s 
communities advisor, said: “We’d 
like to hear from any of our tenants 
who would like to join our panel. 
We’re looking for people with 
experience of working with others 
and community involvement, or 
perhaps volunteering with younger 
or older people. 

“They will need to attend at least 
four meetings a year and we’ll 
provide training and pay expenses, 
such as child care and travel.”

Scaling the highest mountains 
in the UK - Ben Nevis, Scafell 
Pike and Snowden - is no mean 
feat, but Jason is determined to 
do it and raise as much money 
as possible for those who, like 
him, suffer from asthma. 

Jason said: “I was in and out of 
hospital as a child.

Jason, who is almost 40, is very 
keen on keeping fit and has to 
keep his asthma under control 
with inhalers and by avoiding all 
triggers. He says having asthma 
can dominate your life in a way 
that no one else quite under¬ 
stands. 

With less than three weeks to 
go, he and the rest of the group 
have been training hard. Jason 


has been juggling a busy work 
life and looking after his four 
children by using his lunch 
breaks to take long walks with 
his heavy rucksack full of 
equipment. 

Jason grew up on a housing 
estate in Essex and had never 
even seen a mountain before last 
year. 

He caught the mountain 
climbing bug after a trip up 
Helvellynn, something he des¬ 
cribes as a “baptism of fire”. 

Despite saying that on the 
climb he had never been so 
scared in all his life, Jason 
decided he was ready to attempt 
the Peaks. 

He said: “The kids have given 
me all the training I need when it 
comes to lack of sleep. 

“Getting back in to proper 
exercise has meant I have more 
energy to keep up with them as 
well.”

Why I quit the jet set to head 
back to school - after 40 years

W ATCHING a 
fellow 
passenger 

being stretchered off 
the plane, critically ill 
and utterly alone, 
Mike Hawes couldn’t 
help thinking ‘it could 
be me next’. 

Working in international 
sales, Mike was living a 
genuinely jet set life. His 
job took him all over the 
globe: to Singapore, Hong 
Kong, Australia. But the 
novelty of living out of a 
suitcase - and being away 
from his family for weeks 
at a time - had well and 
truly worn off. 

“People say ‘all that 
travel - it must be 
wonderful!’, but actually it 
was far less glamorous 
than it sounds,” explains 
the 62-year-old. “By then I 
was really fed up with 
spending what felt like half 
my life on a plane, and 
being away from home for 
four, five weeks at a 
stretch. 

“I was on a long-haul 
flight back to London 
when another passenger 
was taken ill; at about 3am 
the captain made an 
announcement to say we 
were making an 
emergency landing at 
Calcutta airport. 

“It turned out this man 
was having a brain 
haemorrhage. He was 
taken off the plane 
unconscious on a

stretcher; he was travelling 
alone, like me, so there was 
nobody with him. I began 
to think ‘That could be me 
next’. 

“The very next flight I 
took, there was another 
medical emergency - a 
man had a heart attack. In 
a way, I suppose it was a 
kind of sign; that’s when I 
thought ‘Enough is 
enough’.” 

Now, almost seven years 
on from that epiphany, 
Mike’s life has changed 
completely. A mature 
student at the University of 
Cambridge, the father-of- 
two is in die last year of a 
maths degree and, despite 
impending finals, says he 
is enjoying every minute. 

“If you want an easy 
ride, Cambridge isn’t the 
place for you,” he admits. 
“But I have thoroughly 
enjoyed the experience. 
And, if I am lucky enough 
to pass my exams, there 
will be a genuine sense of 
personal achievement.” 

In an ironic twist of fate, 
shortly before sitting his 
entrance exams for 
Cambridge, Mike was 
diagnosed with a heart 
condition himself; two 
days after taking the final 


paper, he was in Papworth 
Hospital having open- 
heart surgery. 

“I was very lucky or very 
unlucky, depending how 
you look at it,” recounts 
Mike, who comes from 
Cambridge. “I was very fit: 
doing a lot of running, 
playing a lot of squash. 
Then I had a dose of flu 
and afterwards, when I 
tried to run and play 
squash again, I found I was 
absolutely exhausted. 

“For the first few weeks, 

I thought I had a bit of a 
residual chest infection. To 
cut a long story short, I 
ended up being referred to 
Papworth for 
investigations and it 
transpired I had a heart 
condition - a problem 
with an aortic valve. 

“The consultant wanted 
to operate immediately, 
but I had the entrance 
exams coming up ... I 
asked if it would matter if 
we waited a few weeks; I 
ended up doing the last 
exam on the Friday and 
going into Papworth on 
the Sunday.” 

A five-hour open-heart 
operation followed, 
replacing a section of aorta 
and the ailing valve. “It was 


a real surprise how weak I 
felt afterwards: just 
walking 10 metres felt like 
climbing Everest. I think it 
took about six months to 
get back to normal - and 
by then I’d started at 
Cambridge.” 

Mike - who says he 
couldn’t have made such 
huge life changes, or 
coped with his surgery, 
without the help and 
support of wife Barbara - 
admits his high-flying 
career in the electrical 
industry now feels like a 
lifetime away. 

“When I told my boss I 
wanted to take voluntary 
redundancy, he said all die 
usual things, like ‘Are you 
sure you won’t regret it, 
three months down the 
line?’, but it really felt like 
the right thing to do,” 
remembers Mike. 

“My wife and sons were 
really pleased: my eldest 
son, Peter, was 12 then; for 
the previous four years I’d 
been abroad much of the 
time.” 

After the elation of 
quitting work had worn 
off, the next question was, 
recalls Mike, ‘What do I do 
now?’. Financially in a 
secure position, he 
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remembers being drawn 
back to education almost 
immediately. 

Having loved both 
maths and physics at 
school, Mike had been all 
set to do a mathematics 
degree in his teens; then, 

10 days before the course 
was due to begin, he was 
offered a job by his father’s 
employer, Phillips. “They 
offered me a job on 
condition I study 
engineering and - this was 
the real clincher - they’d 
pay me a wage while I 
studied. At the time I 
thought 1 can always leave 
after a couple of years’; I 
ended up staying with the 
company for 30.” 

With time on his hands, 
Mike decided to enrol as a 
mature A-level student at 
Cambridge Regional 
College. 

“I was in my late 50s and 
hadn’t been in a classroom 
for the best part of 40 
years, so it was a bit of a 
shock to the system. To 
start with I got a few 
strange looks from the 
other students, who clearly 
couldn’t work out what I 
was doing there.” 

Completing courses in 
both maths and advanced 
maths, Mike was nearing 
the end of his studies 
when his mother-in-law 
asked the inevitable 
question: What next? 

“She said ‘why don’t you 
apply to Cambridge?’. My 
initial response was to 
laugh and say ‘you must be 
joking!’, but then I thought 
about it seriously and 
decided ‘why not?’. 

“I can still remember 
going along to the open 
day at my college, St 
Edmund’s, before deciding 
to apply, and saying ‘I’m a 
big boy, so you can be 
honest with me: if you’re 
going to say no, please just 
say no’, but they assured 
me, regardless of my age, 
my application would be 
treated just the same as 
anyone else’s.” 

Interviews - with a 
panel of academics - 
followed. “For me, after my 
career in sales, that wasn’t 
as daunting as it might 
sound,” remembers Mike. 
“They wanted to know 
why I was applying. The 
answer was, and still is, 
that if I wanted to sit and 
do nothing I’d be doing 
that - but doing nothing 
just isn’t for me.” 



The early days at college 
were, smiles Mike, rather 
different for him than 
most freshers. “I have to 
admit I wasn’t tempted by 
the ‘school uniform disco’ 
or the ‘pyjama pub crawl’,” 
he laughs. “Being so much 
older, there was a bit of 
curiosity value for the first 
couple of weeks, but since 
then the other students 
have chatted to me just 
like they would anyone 
else - and I’ve made a few 
pretty good friends.” 

Mike has even been 
mistaken for a lecturer on 
occasion: “On the first day 
of lectures a very anxious- 
looking girl came up to me 
and said ‘D’you mind if I 
video the lecture?’; I said 
‘No, but the lecturer 
might’...” 

The course has, reflects 
Mike, been intense and, 
though tough at times, 
incredibly intellectually 
satisfying. “Both my sons 
think it’s a bit bizarre to 
want to study maths,” he 
admits. “Peter, who’s 19 
now, is at university 
himself, in Brighton, doing 
English literature and 
media studies; David is 17 
and doing his A-levels at 
the moment. 

“But I genuinely enjoy 
the subject. Applied maths 
is what really interests me: 
the laws governing the way 


the earth goes round the 
sun, and the mechanics 
that allow you write all this 
down... I find it 
fascinating. 

“The whole course has 
been thoroughly 
enjoyable. If I’d ever woken 
up in the morning and 
thought ‘Oh no, I don’t 
want to go’, I could have 
stopped. 

“The only bit I don’t like 
is the run-up to exams: it is 
an awful lot of work. As I 
say, if you want an easy 
ride, Cambridge isn’t the 
right place for you.” 

Funding his own degree, 
Mike lives at home rather 
than on site. But he speaks 
highly of St Edmund’s, a 
‘very friendly place’ which 
has been ‘really 
supportive’ over the last 
three years. 

“Barbara was ill one year 
and it looked like it might 
be serious which, thank 
goodness, it turned out 
not to be. The college were 
really good about it.” 

“There is a lot written in 
the media about 
Cambridge being for 
people from elite schools,” 
continues Mike. “My 
experience is that it’s 
nothing like that: they take 
people who they think will 
be successful in the 
course, whatever their 
background.” 

About to sit his finals, 
Mike’s nose will be firmly 
to the grindstone over the 
next few weeks. “I’m not 
sure what will come next: I 
might teach, I might even 
teach abroad... There are 
plenty of options. But, 
whatever happens, I can 
promise I won’t be sitting 
at home in a pair of carpet 
slippers, reading the paper 
with a dog lying at my feet. 
It will be die start of a 
whole new chapter.”

Suffolk chief ‘on leave’ 
as council probe starts 


CONTROVERSIAL council 
leader Andrea Hill has 
failed to return to work 
after her holiday - raising 
doubts about her future at 
the authority. 

Mrs Hill, the head of 
Suffolk County Council 
and one of the highest 
paid council chief exec¬ 
utives in Britain, was due 
to return to her desk on 
May 2 after a two-week 
pre-planned holiday. 

Jane Storey, the auth¬ 
ority’s acting leader, has 
said Mrs Hill was on 
“extended leave”. 

This follows claims that 
she oversaw dozens of 
“gagging orders” to prev¬ 
ent staff detailing their 
experiences at the Con¬ 
servative-led authority has 
led to people questioning 
her future there. 

Mrs Hill has also been 
widely criticised for 
refusing to give up her 
£218,000 salary, despite 
implementing cuts as she 
attempts to save the 
council £44million this 
year.

The leader has suffered 
a series of setbacks 
recently, which began with 
the sudden resignation of 
council leader Jeremy 
Pembroke, who was her 
main supporter. 

Mr Pembroke insisted 
that his departure had 
nothing to do with her and 
claimed that he wanted to 
hand over power to a 
younger councillor. 

But she faced another 
blow just days later with 
the suspected suicide of 
the acting head of the 


council’s legal department 
when David White, 51, was 
found hanged on April 4 in 
woods at Butley near 
Woodbridge. He had been 
given a heavy workload 
following the departure of 
two other key staff. 

A spokesman for the 
county council has 
insisted the gagging orders 
were not signed off directly 
by Mrs Hill. 

He said: “Such agree¬ 
ments are used sparingly 
by the council and often 
include items like pay in 
lieu of notice.” 

Jane Storey, acting lead¬ 
er of the council, said in a 
statement: “The chief exe¬ 
cutive has been asked by 
the council to take 
additional leave so that 
preliminary investigations 
can be made into anony¬ 
mous whistle blowing 
complaints received by 
the council. 

“Andrea Hill has agreed 
to remain away from work 
so that the review can be 
carried out independ¬ 
ently.”

O N my first date with my 

boyfriend, we ended up watching 
Muppet Treasure Island - 
finding out a prospective partner’s 
favourite Muppet can save you years of 
heartache. (He passed the test; we both 
like Gonzo.) 

But if, like me, you long for puppets which 
are more than just creepy moon-faced Punch 
and Judys or fiddly marionnettes, you’ll be 
delighted to know there’s a new bunch of 
fabric-covered characters coming to Cambridge 
this week. 

Avenue Q has enjoyed phenomenal success 
since its opening in 2002, including runs on 
both Broadway and London’s West End, and 
winning three Tony Awards, for Best New 
Musical 2004, Best Book of a Musical and 
Best Original Score. 

Set in New York, in a less than salubrious 
neighbourhood, the show follows the aimless 
lifestyle of Princeton, an orange-hued puppet in 
need of a purpose, who is easily distracted by 
busty blonde Lucy the Slut. 

Like the bomb-flinging, canon-firing 
Muppets before them, Avenue Q’s brightly- 
coloured cast pushes the boundaries of 
puppetry. And by boundary pushing, I mean 
these are foul-mouthed, dirty-talking 
characters. 

But if lewd puppetry - however funny - just 
isn’t your thing, you might find yourself drawn 
to Cambridge’s very own theatre and 
puppeteering company Gomito, which 
celebrates its 10th birthday in August. 

I met the delightfully enthusiastic Amelia 
Bird, who works as the company’s artistic 
director and Sam Worboys, who is one of the 
company’s founding members. 

Amelia has lots of previous experience 
making puppets, having made everything from 
8ft giants to puppets that live in water; she even

made 35 puppets for the tables at Sam’s 
wedding. With her feet tucked up on her chair, 
she tells me: “I make a lot out of everyday 
objects, like a spider from an umbrella, and a 
robot from plant pots. Children find it 
amazing, and are surprised by the instant 
transformation. 

“When I was little, I had a lot of 
imagination; if a jumper was hung on a chair 
I’d see a monster in it,” she grins. “So I’ve 
managed to take something we do naturally, 
and turn it into a living!” 

Gomito produces shows suitable for all ages, 
which are developed by Sam, 29, and Amelia, 
27, as well as a team of freelance writers, 
actors and musicians. The company was started 
by four students at Hills Road Sixth Form 
College who, Sam explains, “spent more time 
in the theatre than in any of our classes.” 

Having established the company, its 
members were keen to learn all aspects of 
putting on a production, and today it remains a 
very hands-on company, with staff helping out 
across different disciplines. 

Its name comes from the Italian slang for 
‘funny bone’, as all of its shows have an 
emphasis on the surreal and hilarious.

IT’S the 80s revival we’ve 
all been waiting for - after 
years of silence, Adam Ant

TWILIGHT pin-up Robert 
Pattinson puts a little colour in 
his cheeks in Francis 
Lawrence’s gorgeously framed 
adaptation of the novel by Sara 
Gruen about a doomed love 
affair in a 1930s circus troupe. 
Water For Elephants is an 
important barometer of the 
young actor’s appeal away from 
Stephenie Meyer’s feuding 
vampires and werewolves, and 
an indication of his potential 
longevity as a romantic male 
lead. 

Pattinson acquits himself well, 
playing to his strengths - angry 
glances straight into the camera 
- as one point of a volatile love 
triangle destined to end in 
tragedy. 

He demonstrates impressive 
emotional range and although 
screen chemistry with Oscar- 
winner Reese Witherspoon 
doesn’t exactly set our hearts 
aflutter, they are an attractive 
pairing. 

The film opens in the present 
day with nonagenarian Jacob 
Jankowski (Hal Holbrook) 
arriving at a circus managed by 
Charlie (Paul Schneider) during 


a downpour. Jacob spent his 
formative years with the 
infamous Benzini Bros Circus 
and recounts his incredible life 
story, stepping back in time 
seven decades to his student 
days at Cornell University. 

Poised to take his final 
veterinary exam, Jacob (now 
played by Pattinson) learns his 
parents have been killed in a car 
accident and abandons his 
studies. 

With debts to pay and no roof 
over his head, the young man 
hitches a ride on a passing 
train, unaware it belongs to the 
circus run by August 
Rosenbluth (Christoph Waltz). 
The tyrant physically and 


mentally abuses animals and 
performers, including his 
beautiful wife Marlena 
(Witherspoon) who rides the 
horses. 

When Jacob falls under 
Marlena’s spell, he tries to resist 
his feelings, working alongside 
her to win the trust of a special 
elephant. However, when 
August notices the way the 
young man stares at Marlena, 
he exacts a horrific revenge. 
Water For Elephants casts a 
spell with its arresting visuals 
and the cast looks ravishing 
through a soft-focus lens but 
when the film’s big emotional 
kick arrives, it doesn’t quite 
connect.

Why pondlife 
has its pluses 


D ipping my toes in 
the river near my 
home during the 
spell of warm weather made 
me reflect on how 
therapeutic water is in so 
many ways, whether just to 
cool off or to appreciate in 
its movement and sound. 

You can transfer some of those 
therapeutic qualities to your 
garden by creating a water 
feature, whether it’s as simple as 
a wooden barrel with a 
waterproof lining and a single 
plant in it, or as elaborate as a 
large pond which will not only 
provide a focal point but will 
become a magnet to wildlife. 

Whatever type of water feature 
you decide to install, positioning 
it will be important in all but the 
smallest of features. 

Ponds should be situated on an 
open site, with at least six hours 
of sunlight a day, away from trees 
where you are less likely to come 
across tree roots when digging 
the hole, and near a water source 
for easy topping up in summer.

Try to avoid placing the pond 
where there’s a naturally high 
water table, as the pressure from 
below is likely to lift your liner, 
forcing the pond water out. 

You can work out your natural 
water level by digging a hole 
until you see water, but you’re 
better off doing this in winter as 
the water table will be higher 
then. 

Leaves can be a terrible 
hindrance to ponds, so don’t 
place them under deciduous trees 
where the leaves are going fall 
into the pond in autumn. 

Also be aware that placing a 
large pond in full sun is going to 
encourage a build-up of algae. If 


there’s no other site, you’ll have 
to plant some large shrubs 
around it to cast shade over the 
water for some of the day. 

Next you need to select your 
liner. It can be either concrete, 
butyl or a pre-fabricated shell 
made of fibreglass or plastic. 
Concrete may be the most long- 
lasting but it is also likely to be 
the most expensive. 

The cheapest pond option is 
probably a flexible butyl liner 
which can be used for any shape 
of pond your create and is 
particularly effective for informal 
ponds. Dig the hole slightly 
larger than the desired size of the 
pool, creating shelves as you go. 

Remove sharp stones and roots 
and cover the base of the pond 
with a thick layer of soft sand 
which, if dampened, will help to 
keep it in place. Alternatively, 
cover the base with sections of 
old carpet or protective underlay 
(available from good garden 
centres and aquatic specialists) to 
protect the liner from sharp 
objects. 

Measure the maximum width,

depth and length of your pond. 
The liner width should equal the 
pond’s width plus twice the 
depth, plus 30cm (1ft) overhang. 
Check that the surface is level 
using a spirit level placed on a 
plank of wood the length of the 
pond. 

Lay the liner loosely over the 
hole and lightly anchored at the 
sides with weights such as bricks. 

Start filling the pool slowly 
with a hose, allowing the weight 
of water to gently drag the liner 
into the shape of the pool. 

Fill the pond to within 5cm 
(2in) of the rim, then cut off the 
excess liner, leaving around 


15cm (6in) overlap, which can be 
anchored with paving stones, turf 
or planting. If you are using 
slabs, position them overlapping 
the pool by around 5cm (2in) 
which will create shade for the 
liner, protecting it from sunlight 
which can cause it to deteriorate. 

Many gardeners go for pre¬ 
made plastic or fibreglass shells 
in different shapes, which often 
have pre-formed shelves for 
aquatic plants. Holes for these 
will need to be dug carefully to 
almost exactly the same shape 
and size as the shell, or else when 
the pool is filled, the weight will 
put uneven pressure on the 


unsupported areas and can cause 
fractures. 

Whichever type you choose, 
they should be at least 60cm 
(24in) deep if you want to keep 
fish. 

To keep the water moving, 
which helps prevent it going 
stagnant, and create a soothing, 
bubbly sound or a small fountain 
or waterfall, you'll need a pump. 

Small pumps are available 
with fountain or waterfall kits, 
but all electric pumps should be 
used with a residual-current 
device (RCD) device. Consider 
access to your mains and always 
use a qualified electrician.

THE early entry list for 
the 2011 RAC Future Car 
Challenge proves that 
zero emissions can 
bring high excitement. 

Taking place on Saturday, 
November 5, the opening list 
of vehicles taking part in this 
year’s challenge reads more 
like the starting grid of a 
motor race than a 
competition for low-energy 
vehicles. 

The Royal Automobile Club 
event has also received the 
backing of three times 
Formula 1 World Champion 
Sir Jackie Stewart. 


First entries received for the 
event provides a striking line¬ 
up of EV sports cars including 
the Radical SRZero supercar, 
Tesla Roadster, Delta E4 
Electric Coupe, Vortex EV 
Coupe and the Ecotricity 
Nemesis. 

The Tesla Roadster is well- 
known as the first production 
electric sports car as well as 
being one of the fastest. 

The British-built Ecotricity 
benefits from a similar 
lightweight structure to the 
Tesla but uses a different cell 
and motor arrangement.

Insurance costs 
84% of drivers - 


MORE than 80 per 
cent of motorists are 
paying more for their 
car insurance this 
year than last 
according to a What 
Car? magazine poll - 
with rising fraud and 
criminal activity 
largely to blame. 

While the average 
price rise is 33 per 
cent, more than half 
of motorists are 
facing bills that have 
soared even more 
according to What 
Car? research. 

This is despite the 
growth of online 
comparison sites 
which should, in 
theory, make it easier 
for motorists to shop 
around for better 
deals. 

What CarTs 
research has found a 
25-year-old man 
whose premium has 
risen 77 per cent to 
£1,520 - more than 
his Skoda Fabia is 
worth-and an 18- 
year-old girl who has 
been asked to pay 
£4,250 for her Ford 
Fiesta, a hike of 52 


per cent over her 
premium last year. 

Neither had made a 
claim in the past 12 
months. 

In the survey, 52 per 
cent of those
